. companied by senate bill No. 28, of last session, entitled, 


“An act to provide for the appraisement of property sold under 
execution”; together with the following veto message of his ex- 
éellency the governor: ` : 

^ EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Oct. 20, 1862. i 
Gentlemen of the Senate : Ps "dit 

In the afternoon of the last day of the last legislative assembly, 
I received two bills signed by the President of the senate, and the 
speakerf the house, each entitled, “An act to provide for the 
appraisement of property sold under execution," number 28. 

They are alike jn all essential particulars, though one appears 
to have passed the senate Oct. 13,.and the other, Oct. 14. Evi- 
dently a mistake has been made in signing two bills. Aside from 
that, however, I cannot approve of either of them. 

The 15th sec. of- art. 5th of the constitution of this state gives 
the governor five days to examine and pass upon bills after being 
received by him ; and in ease of the general adjournment during 
the five days time, as in this case, he shall file his objections with 
the secretary of state, to be presented by him to the house in 
which the bill originated, at the next session of the legislative as- 
sembly. These bills were presented to me, the day of adjourn- 
ment, and I have availed myself of the above provisions of the 
constitution, to give the subject that consideration which its im- 
portance requires. l , 

Section 1 provides ** that no goods, chattels, lands or tenements 
shall be sold on execution issued from any court, for less than two- 


‘thirds of the fair value thereof, at the time of sale.” 


Sec. 3 provides, “that whenever any property thus appraised, 
cannot be sold for two-thirds of its valuation, there shall be no 
sale, but that the execution shall be returned." 

The policy of a law of that kind may be very reasonably ques- 
tioned. It may lead to delay, and must increase the cost of col- 
lecting, and the careful examination of the bills will show, that 
there may be collusion between the appraisers and the judgment 
debtor, to increase the fair value of the property, in spite of the 
creditor. -It-umst be recollected that the appraisers are not to 
give-the rash ‘valuation, of the property, but a **fair valuation,” 
which may result in a much. higher appraisement than if money 
wat to be the standard of yaluation. ~, 

. While I thik the policy of the billa is bad, I put my objections _ 
mainly, on eonstitutjogal grounds. Article 1st, section 22d, of 
the constitution of this atate, saya:. '« No ss- pot facto law or laws 


* 
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impairing the obligation of contracts, shall ever be passed.” The 
same provision is in the constitution of the United States. 

The bills under consideration, are in violation of the above pro- 
vision of the constitution, as they impair the obligation of con- 
tracts. The provision,of the bills referring to the appraisement 
and sale for not less than two-thirds of the appraised value, apply - 
alike to past and future contracts. 

A contract is an agreement or covenant between two or more 
persons, in which each party binds himself to do or forbear some 
act, and each acquires a right to what the other promises. Sup- 
pose A has sold B six hundred dollars worth of property. A has'* 
obtained judgment andgexeeution; D has a span of horses worth 
six hundred dollars. A has aright to have the horses sold for what 
«hey will bring under the law, and that right is as much a pairt of 
the contract, as if all the provisions of law, giving that right, had 
been fully set out, and formed a part of the coutract. But if 
these bills become law, A's right will be abridged and chcum- 
seribed; instead of selling the horses for what they will bring, 
they cannot be sold for less than two-thirds the appraised value, 
be that more than they are worth, or not. i 

The objection to a law on the ground of its impairing the obli- 
gation of contract, can never depend: upon the*extent of the 
change which the law effects in it. Any deviation from its terms 
by postponing'or accelerating the period of performance which 
it prescribes, imposing conditions not expressed iu the contract, 
or dispensing with the perforinance of those which are, however’ 
minute, or apparently immaterial in their effects upon the contract 
of the parties, impairs its obligations. Upon this principle it is, 
that if a creditor agree with his debtor to postpone the day of 
payment, or in any other way to change the terms of the con- 
tract, without the consent of the surety, the latter is discharged, 
although the change was for his advantage. See Green vs. Biddle 
—MWheaton's U. S. Supreme Court Reports. l 

Storey, ou the constitution, section 1385, in referring to inipair- 
ing the obligation of contracts, in the sense of the constitution, 
says: “It is perfectly cledr that any law which enlarges, abridges, 
or in any manner changes the intentiou of the parties, resulting 
from the stipulations of the contract, necessarily impairs it. The 
manner or degree in which this change is effected, ean in no re- 
spect influence the conclusion, for whether'the law effects the va- 
lidity, the construction, the duratio#, the discharge or the evi- 
dence of the contract, it impairs its obligation, though it may not 
11 all the supposed cases in the same degree.” 

The application of these principles to acts like those under con- 
sideration, has settled the law on the suhject in the United States. 
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The State of Illinois in 1841, passed an act providing for the 


sélection of appraisers, and'that property should not be sold 


under execution, unless two-thirds of the appraised value wasbid. 
That act is substantially like the bills under consideration ex- 
cepting it provided for appraisement upon cash value. Under 
that act the case of McCraken vs. Haywood, was taken to the 
supreme court of the United States. ; ts 
The sylabus of the case is as follows: A law of the state of 
Illinois, providing that a sale shall not be made of property levied. 
on under execution, unless it will bring two-thirds of its valua- 


otion, according to the opinion of three house holders, is unconsti- 


tutional and void. 

The principle ig so clearly stated and fly settled in that casg, 
that I need add nothing to the reasoning of the court, which says: 
In placing the obligation of contracts under the protection of the 
constitution, its framers looked to the essentials of the contract 
more than to forms and modes of proceedings by which it was to 
be carried into execution annulling all state legislation which im- 
paired the obligation, it was left to the state to prescribe and 
shape the remedy to enforce it. The obligation of a contract 
consists iu its binding force, on the party who makes it., 

This depends on the laws in existence when it is made; these 
are necessarily referred to in all contraets and forming a part of 
them, as the ineasure of- the obligation to perform, them by the 
one party and the right aequired by the other. 

There ean be no other standard by whieh to ascertain the ex- 
tent of either, than that which the terms of the contract indicate: 
According to the settled leg almeaning, when it becomes consuma- 
ted, the law defines the duty and the right, compels one party to 
perform the thing contracted for and gives the other a right to 
enforce the performance by the remedies then in force. If any 
subsequent law eifects to diminish the duty or to impair the 
rights, it necessarily bears on the obligations of the contract in 
favor of one party to tbe injury of the other; hence any law, 
which in its operation amounts to a denial or obstruction of the 
rights aeeruing by a contract, though professing to act only on 
the remedy, is directly obnoxious to the prohibition of the consti- 
tution. The obligation of the contract between the partiesin this 
case was to perform the promises and undertakings contained 
therein, the right of the plaintiff was to damages for the breach 
thereof, to bring suit and obtain a judgment, to take out an exe- 
ention against the defendant, till "the judgment was satisfied pur- 
suant to the existing laws of Illinois. Those laws giving those 
rights were as perfectly binding on the defendant, au&as much a 
part of the contract aa if they had beem set forth in its stipula- 
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tions, in the very words of the law relating to judgments and ex- 
ecutions. Ifthe defendant had made such an agreement as to 
authorize a sale of his property, which should be levied on by, 
the sheriff, for such price as should be bid for it, at a fair public 

sale on reasonable notice, it would have conferred a 1ight on the 
plaintiff, which the constitution made inviolable, and it can make 

no difference, whether such right is conferred by the terms or law 
of the contract. Any subsequent law, which denies, obstructs 
or impairs this right by superading a condition that there shall 

be no sale for any sum less than the value of the property levied 
on, to be ascertained by appraisement or any other mode of vala- 
ation than æ public sale effects the obligation of the contract as 
much in one case as the other, for it can be enforced only by asale ` 
of the defendants property aud the preveution of such sale is the 

denial of the right. The same power in a state legislature may 

be carried to any extent, if it exists at all. ] 

It may prohibit a sale for less than the whole appraised value; 
or for three-fourths or nine-tenths, as well as for two-thirds; for 
if the power can be exercised to any extent, its exercise must be . 
a matter of incaleulable discretion in passing laws relating to qe 
remedy which are regardless of the effect on the right of the 
plaíntiff. It follows that the law of Illinois now under cousider- 
ation, so far asit prohibits a sale for less than two-thirds of the 
appraised value of the property levied on, is unconstitution and void. 
The same positions are maintained and decided by the supreme 
court of the United States in the case of Brown vs. Kinzie.—1 
Howard, 311; the West River . Co. vs. Dix, et alsz; 6 Howard, 507; 
Green vs. Biddle, 8; IVheaton, 1.

A bill to amend an aet providing for the submission to the elec- 
tors of this state, the matter of the relation of a place for the permi- 
angut location of the seat of government, together with the fol- 
lowing veto message of his, excellency, the governor:

Geatlemen of the Scnute: . 3 

On the last day of the last session of the legislature, I received 
a large number of bills, signed by the mesident of the senate and 
speaker of the house, too large a number to properly consider be- 
tore the final adjouinment. x 

Among them was senate bill No. 37, **X bill to amengan act 
providing for the submission to the electors of this state, the mat- 
ter of the selection of a place for the permanent location of. the. 
seat of government.” : 

I cannot app:ove of the bill without violating the constitution 
of this state, as I understand it. I therefoye returnit to the seere- 
tary of state, with my objections to be submitted by him to your 
honorable body. : 

Ist. See. 22, Art. 4th of the constitution of thisstate, says: “No 
act shall ever be 1evised or amended. by mete reference to its title, 
but the act revised or section amended shall be set forth und pub- 
lished. at full length." The bill under consideration “sets 
forth," the section as amended at full length. It also “sets 
forth,” and publishes the old section, or section amended at full 
length, contrary to what I consider was the intention of the fra-* 
ners of the constitution. They evidently intended that sections 
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amended should be'complete in themselves, so that a casual ob- 
server could tell-what the law is without finding a part in one 
section, in one book or place, and part iu another; but I cannot 
conceive that they intended the section repealed and amended by 
the substitution of another section should also be published with 
the new section. That construction would mislead and greatly 
ineuniber the statutes with worse than useless matter. 

To illustrate ; supposing that construction to prevail, it would 
. require the publication ot every chapter and section of the old 
eode now repealed, comprising a number of hundred pages in 
connection with the new cade, or code as amended. 

2d. , Again, this bill providesif no place receives a majority of 
all the votes cast for the seat of government, at the next general 
election, that is the next genefal eleetion following, if the two 
places having the highest number of votes only, shall be voted for. 
Under the constitution, the legislature has no right to say that 
only two places shall be voted for, any more than that only one 
shall be voted for. At the time of the adoption of the coustitu- 
_ tion of this state, Salem was the capital and it could not be moved 
therefrom in any other mauner than as prescribed in the constitu- 
tion. , 

Sec. 1, Art. 14th, of the constitution ‘provides that the legisla- 
tive asseiibly shall not have power to establish a permanent seat 
of government for this state." But at the first regular session after 
the adoption of this constitution, the legislative assembly shall 
provide by law for the submission to the electors of this state, at 
the next general eleetion thereafter, the matter of the selition 
ofa place for a permanent seat of government; and no place 
shall ever be the seat of government under such law, which shall 
not receive u majority of all the votes cast on the matter of such 
selection. . 

Sec. 3 provides that the seat of government, when established, 
a8 provided in section one shall not be removed for the term of 
twenty years from the time of such establishment, nor in any 
other mauner than as provided in the first section of this article. 

Passing the question as to whether or not the capital is estab- 
lished at Salem for twenty years, and upon the supposition that 
it is yet to be established, 1$ clearly follows, in the language of the 
constitution, 1t cannot be established in any other mauner than as 
provided in the first section of this article. 

What then is the manner provided in the first section? Does 
it say that any limited number of places may or sball be submit- 
ted? Certainly not, but the matter was freely and unqualifiedly 
“Submitted to the electors of this state.” 
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Any place and all places might have been voted for, then, under 
the constitution, and the place having a majority over all, would 
have been the capital. 

The members of the first legislative assembly so understood the 
constitution and passed a law providing for the submission of all 
places, at each general election until some place should receive a 
majority of all the votes cast. 

Again, if the legislature can limit the number of places, it may 
name any two places ; say Mt. Hood, a prominent point, and Salem 
as the other. Practically that would be submitting but one place 
and Salem would be selected. It follows then that the legisla- 
tive assembly has no power to limit the number of places to be 
voted for. As well might the legislature pass a law that but one 
' man in the state or county should be voted for, for a representa- 
tive in congress or in the legislature. The principal is the same 
in one case as in the other. 

As the law now stands, any place and all places may be voted 
for, and in my opinion; the clause in the bill limiting the places 
to be voted for, to those having the highest number of votes, is 
unconstitutional and void. 

Therefore I cannot approve the bill.

After a bill or joint resolution, shall have passed both 
houses, it shall be duly enrolled, on paper, and the clerk of the 
house where it originated, shall endorse on the back thereof, the 
house in which it originated, under which he shall place his sig-

3d Every bill or joint resolution after being enrolled, shall be 
examined by the joint committee, on enrolled bills, consisting of 
at least two members from each house, who shall compare the. 
same with the engrossed bills and correct any errors they may 
discover, so as to make it agree therewith, and make their report 
forthwith to their respective houses, 

4th. Every bill or joint resolution reported to have been duly 
enrolled, shall be first signed by the speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives, who shall send the same to the senate, then by the 
president of the senate. 

5th. All bills and joint resolutions shall be signed by the 
speaker of the house of representatives and the president óf the 
senate in their houses respectively, when in session, which shall

Fo the Senate and House of Representatives, in Congress assembled : 


Your memorialist, the Legislative Assembly of the state of Ore- 
gon, respectfully represent that the incfease of population, and 
developments of the mineral and other material resources of the 
Pacific coast of the United States, have so added to the relative 
importance of that section of our common country, that it de- 
serves more of the attention of the national congress than it has 
hitherto 1eceived. 

But we desire now more particularly to represent the necessity 
and propriety of providing for the defense ot this section of the 
country, without so great expense to the general government as 
is incurred by the present system. It is now necessary to main- 
tain a very considerable military force west of the rocky moun- 
tains, and in case of a war with any important foreign power 
whieh has a navy, the necessity for arms and munitions of war, 
and forces to use the same, would be immensely increased. 

And especially may we believe we are justified in exercising 
great caution, and in making ample preparation for defence, when 
we turn to the southward, and see the interference of the French 
Emperor in the affairs of the Mexican government, and remem- 
ber the ease with which he has violated his pledges, with which 
he justified the beginning of that enterprise. 


* 
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The immense gold and silver mines daily being discovered in 
Oregon, Idaho, Washington, California, and Nevada, connected 
with the other magnificent resources of the Pacific slope are suffi- 
cient to tempt the eupidity of other and more careful and scru- 
pulous rulers. 

And we may well fear that if any foreign power should be dis- 
. posed to interfere in our affairs, in order to secure the success of 
the present rebellion, there would be an effort to besiege this 
coast, as a material guarantee for the compliance of the United 
States government with such demands. MT 

Many agiditional reasons will doubtless suggest themselves to 
you, convincing you of the necessity of providing a large supply 
-of arms at some safe point on this coast; and by way of showing 
that Oregon is the proper point, we state as follows: 


First—We have a central position between California and 
Washington, and adjoining Idaho, Nevada, and Utah. 
. Second—W e have an unlimited supply of iron ore of the best 
quality, both above and below the falls of the Willamette river, 
at Oregon City, and very near thereto. 
_ Third—There is an unlimited supply of timber on the same 
oint. ' 
à Fourth—There is one of the best and most extensive water 
power in the world.. 
Fiyth—There is there security against the approach of vessels 
of the navies of foreign powers. 


We respectfully represent that the United States would save a 
large amount of money by manufacturing the cannon, small arms, 
and other munitions of war necessary for use on the Pacific coast, 
at the point hereinbefore named, rather than by shipping them 
from the Atlantic coast. 

We therefore pray that there may be located at the falls of the 
Willamette, near Oregon City, à national foundry, arsenal, and 
manufactory of arms, and the appropriation of a sufficient sum of 
money to establish the same. 4

Differing in opinion from the majority of the committee on 
roads and highways, to whom was referred S. B. No. 2, I would 
respectfully submit the following minority report : 


First—The bill under consideration reduces the tax from four 
to three dollars, but proposes that the tax be paid in money, in- 
stead of work. | s * 

Second—The tax, instead of being collected by an indefinite 
number of supervisors, is collected by the assessor, without being 
reduced by the process of collection. 

The object of both these alterations is to bring into the treas- 
ury of the county the amount intended by law to be applied for 
the benefit of the roads, in such a shape as may enable each 
county to get ihe full benefit thereof, and to enable the county 
commissioners to distribute such surplus funds as may accumur 
late in a district that needs but a portion of the money assessed, 
in districts less fortunate ; in fact, to enable them more fully to 
distribute equally the tax for the public benefit. 

Sec. 6 enables the county cammissioners to levy a tax for the 
special purpose of creating a road fund, and leaves the people, 
through them, to be the judges of the necessity of such a tax. 
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Sec. 7 provides for the division of the roads in each county into 
such districts as may be deemed best for the public interest, and 
for the leasing of the roàda to some person or persons whose duty 
it shall be to ‘keep such roads in goo repair. 

Believing that good roads are of vital importance to the wel- 
fare and prosperity of Oregon; and believing that the adoption of 
this plan would promote that interest, I would respectfully urge 
upon the senate the adoption of the views embodied in the bill.

mitthe following: EE: 


-- 


First—The provisions of section 4, of article 18 of the con- 
stitution are merely directory in their nature. It is true, they 
contain the following language: “and the legislative assembl 
shall provide penal laws for the removal by public officers of all 
such free negroes and mulattoes and for their effectual exeln- 
sion from the state, and for the punishment of persons who shall 
bring them. into the state, or employ or harbor them therein." 
This language, however, we construé as being merely directory, 
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« All of which is respecttully submitted. 
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It is a grant and not o limit of power, an affirmative grant of 
power in à canstitution cannot in any instance be more than 
merely directory. A limit or negative of power always is more 
than directory: it is imperative and prohibitory. 

When the provisions of a constitution provide that the legis- 
lature mhay or shall do a certain thing, -it is merely directory, 
and the legislature may ormay not exercise the power granted. 
at their pleasure, and still not be guilty of a violation of those 
provisions. ‘The constitution cannot and-does not carry with it 
a peremptory mandamus, &mpelling the legislature to exercise 
grants of power. If itdocs not then there certainly can be no 
violation of its provisions, by a refusal on the part of the legis- 
lature to exercise such authority granted. , 

When a constitution prohibits the exereise of a power, it is 
quite different, and the exercise of such power—not granted by 
the constitution—by the legislature, is a clear violation of its 
provisions. 

Sreond—This provision of the constitution being a mere grant 
of power, and directory in its nature, it is a question of justice 
and policy alone as to whether tha legislature shall exercise the 
power granted. Upon this question, your committee has no 
hesitation in concluding: thatthe exercise of this power by the 
present legislature, at this late day, would not only be iñ plain 
conflict with the first principles of justice, but also, foreign, in- 
deed, to the enlightened spirit of the age in which we live; and 
from the fact that every legislature, since the adoption of our 
constitution, has failed to exereise the power granted by this pro- 
vision, we conclude that such has been the views, upon this 
question, by all such former legislatures, which are certainly 
not only consonant with the first principles of justice, but clearly 
in accordance with the humanitarian spirit of the nineteenth 
century.

such northern terminus shall be at the town of Portland, on the 


Willamette river—the governor shall issue his proclamation de- 
elaring those facts, and report the same to the next session of the 
legislative assembly, and thereafter such corporation shall be en- 
tled to receive the loans and moneys specified in this act.

Fourth—-The practical effect of the law, in my opinion, will 
be but little felt for good or evil, by the people of Oregon, and 
will, I believe, be greatly magnified in its importance and bear- 
ines ths so called “Southern Confederacy,” and their friend 
y allies > - : - 
` Fifth—It is the embodiment of all the doctrines—as I under- 
stand them---of John C. Calhoun, in his opposition to the tariff 
actof 1882-8, which he based upon the Virginiaand Kentucky 
resolutions of 1798 and 1799, and is beyond doubt, with me, a 
full endorsement ot the chief planks in the so-called democratic 
platform of to-day. 

I also further protest against the passage of 8. B. No. 25 by 
the senate, for the reasons stated above. Besides, said act is 
oppressive to the poor, and likewise to the real bona. fide citizens 
of the state of Oregon, as well as tending to discourage our 
brave soldiers now in the field, by the repudiation of our na- 
tional currency, and the discrimination made between lawful 
money of the United States. T i

It is with a deep sense of gratitude that I acknowledge the uni- 
form kindness and forbearance manifested towards me by each 
and every member of this senate, while in the discharge of the 
duties devolved upon me as your presiding officer. To your gener- 
ous co-operation, your studied effort to assist rather than embar- 
rass, at times, when-I, in the huriy of busivess, have been sui round- 
ed with the complications existing in legislative proceeding and 
parliamentary law, am I much indebted for whatever of success 
that has attended my administrations, and for these many mani- 
festations of your kind regard, I shall ever cherish towards each 
and all, the warmest feelings of grateful remembrance.
